the meeting. 

In order to properly evaluate a subject's knowledge of 
the aims and purposes, his potential dangerousness, and his 
activities in advancing the program of the subversive organization 
with which he is affiliated, it is essential that reports contain 
all pertinent evidence tending to establish the above. You must 
insure that informants who are in attendance at various meetings 
of subversive organizations are carefully Interrogated as to tne 
nature of the meetings and, where pertinent m individual cases, 
such information should be reported.
